Men Leaving Cheered, 

When the order came for the first 
man to go over the side, a cheer, 
swelling in volume, bre out over 
the whole ship.

the boats manned by coast guards. 


Hundreds of their comrades lined 
,; the rail cheering and shouting such 
remarks as “see you later,” give my

The surf boat used to ferry the 


men ashore was twice capsized by the 
high waves which swept over, causing 
it to foul its towing line When it 
was found that the danger of small 
boats being swamped was increasing, 
their use was abandoned for the 
breeches buoy, in which soldiers were 
landed two at a time 

The Northern Pacific was tonigh 
deeply imbedded in the sand, fore and 
aft, while the waves were beating 
against her side and sweeping under 
her keel. Her water line is now many 
feet above the surface 

At present there Is no fear that her 
“back will be broken,” as one naval 
explained it, and it fully expected 
that all aboard her will be removed 
in time, even if the attempt to 
her tomorrow fails. 

It was reported that the vesse! had 
so far settled In the sand that the en- 
gines were affected. A heavy ground 
swell sprung some of her plates but 
a slight leak in her bottom was re- 
paired late today.

Abroad 
WASHINGTON, Jan Senator 
Lewis, Democrat of IMlinois, speaking 
today in the senate, charged Republi- 


can leaders with conspiring for politi 
cal purposes to discredit President 
Wilson abroad to thwart his purposes 
by glving European negotiators the 
impression that the senate opposes his 
plans and by deceiving the American 
public. Their object, he declared, is 
to “prevent the president from accom 
piishing anything.” 

The speech was in reply to recent 
utterances of Senators Lodge, Massa 
chusetts, and Knox of Pennsylvania, 
both Republicans, criticizing certain 
of the president's 14 points of peace 


and urging that consideration of a 
league of nations, freedom of the seas 
and other questions be deferred until 
after the peace conference 

Senator Lewis declared the senate 
had nothing whatever to do with what 
the president is now doing, “in pre- 
senting the protocol! for peace and the 
adjustment of the disposition of the 
armies.”

week. Mr. Marshall strongly advo- 
cates the fixing of the price of wheat 
for 1919, which, he says, will stimu- 
late a greater acreage of land, but he

“If the populagion of Alberta tn-/| 
creases ag it sh®uld during the next 
three or four years,” continued the 
minister, “there will be @ demand | 
right here for breeding live stock of 
all kinds. There ie no question that | 
the solution of our problems tn Al-| 
berta Iles in our getting more people 
on the land far more than In any ex- 


port trade that might develop in| 
Canada. Where will be some export- 
ing done, there is no doubt about, 


that, but the chief thing is to settle 
up our vacant lands, and that In jt-| 
self will create a great demand or 
live stock." 

Referring to the question of wheat 
again, the minister stated he could 
not see how this could be very much 
cheaper during the next twelve 
months at least, notwithstanding the 
reserves that might be loosened up 
in Australia, the Argentine and in 
other parts of the world, and in dis- 
tricts where there were certain han- 
dicaps in live stock production every- 
thing should be done to increase pro- 
duction tn other directions. The 
greater part of Alberta, however, was 
a live stock country. 

The minister spoke of the aifficul- 
ties that had been experienced in con- 
necdon with the carrying on of the 
agriculturel colleges at Vermilion and 
Olds owmmg to the influenza epl- 
demic, which was atill bad at both 
these towns. A meeting of the edu- 
cation branch of the board of agricul- 
ture was being held in Edmonton on 
January 3 to consider this situation, 
and it would be proposed that short 
courses might be agreed wpon if the 
collewes could be kept open the full 
terms. Splendid progress was being 
made {fn connection with the col- 
leges at Vermilion, Oldy and Clares- 
m up to the tfme that the epidemic 
put an end to the atudies, and there 
were altogether 320 puptla in attend- 
ance, about 40 per cent. of whom 
were girls.

The infantry is well 
armed and is supported by artillery 
and cavalry. The infantry already has 
occupied important railway centres, 
including Kreuz, Briesen and Posenau, 
and has captured a large amount of 
little resistance. Ger- 
mans are re-arming demobilized 
troops and fighting is expected al- 
though some of the demobilized sol- 
diers are refusing to serve the agency.

London, Jan. 2—Polish troops have 
entered Frankfort-on-the-Odor, 60 
miles east of Berlin, says a Berne dis- 
pateh to the Express, which addy that 
the Poles have occupied Beuthen, in 
Prussian Silesia, and Bromberg, In the 
province of Posen, 69 miles northeast 
of Posen city. 

Events Serious in Posen. 

Copenhagen, Jan. 2—Events§ in 
Posen are asyuming a grave character, 
according to advices from Berlin. 
Large parts of the province are in 
the hands of the Poles and Polish 
troops have crossed the frontier at 
Skaimieree, a town southeast of Posen 
and 62 miles northeast of Breslau. 
German forces there must, it Is said, 
retreat in the face of a superior force 
of the Poles. It !s aiso reported that 
the Polish government at Warsaw has 
ordered the mobilization of all Poles. 

Pogroms Occur, 

Copenhagen, Jan. 2—-Pogromes oc- 
curred in Posen on Sunday. according 
to a Derlin dispatch received here. 
Youths raided Jewish houses, kilied 
thirty persons and wounded many 
others. The Jewish synagogue at 
Posen ts reported to have been de- 
stroyed. The Berlin Tageblatt says 
that during the fighting at Posen on 
Saturday Jews fired upon Poles from 
the synagogue, whereupon the Poles 
directed artillery fire at the edifice, 
which was filled with worshippers. 

Berlin papers print long stories de- 
tailing Incidents of the fighting and 
t is alleged among other things that 
the Germans were attacked and rob- 
bed in the streets and that their 
houses and shops were plundered, 

Poland in Despair. 

London, Jan. 2——Poland ts in de- 
spair, owing to the invasion of Bol- 
shevist troops and the apparent in- 
difference of the western powers to 
the plight of the country, according 
to a Warsaw dispatch to the Mall. 

“Telegrams are sent, begging inter- 
vention by the Allies," the dispatch 
states, “but no reply comes. The 
Poles admit the immensity of the 
numerous problems absorbing the Al- 
lies, but complain that they do not 
receive the least sign of attention, or 
a word of guidance.” After Jealing 
with the Boleshevist menace to Lem- 
berg, Vilna and other p'aces, the cor- 
respondent says the situation |s made 
worse by internal disorder in Poland 
Factories in all the industrial towns 
have been destroyed by the Germans 
and thousands of Poles who were sent 
to Germany during the war are re- 
turning to find there is no employ- 
ment for them. They are taking the 
law into their hands, !t is said, and 
are terrorizing their former employ- 
ers, compelling them to give them 
money. Lodz is in the hands of the 


Red Guard, which has shot some of 
the officers of the regular troops. The
